WAITING. 


One of ‘the most remarkable 
characteristics of the human 
race is its capacity to wait. With 
this is bound up the reculty of 
hope, by which, probs bly. Nature 
prevents universal’ self-destruc- 
tion. We humans are always 
waiting for something to happen, 
and if an occurrence does not 
quite meet with our expectations, 
we look to better luck next time. 
It is a form of optimism which 
we all possess; So that even the 
cynic, the confirmed pessimist, 
are waiting fora change, though 
unawares. Of lesser import, but 

‘not unrelated, is the manner of a 
patient yueue, standing for hours 
ata theatre entrance, the “cam- 

ors’ who wait perhaps over- 
night to see a Royal procesgion 
go by, and the crowd which 
collects whenthere has been an 
accident and awaits the arrival 
of the ‘police and’ ambulance. 
It is the great expectation that 
something, possibly something 
exciting, is going te happen, 
that keeps our minds bent on the 
future.
